Pack  good  top  soil  in  and  around 
roots  firmly.  Tour  in  sufficient  water.  Let  settle.  Finish  filling 
hole.  Leave  trench  around,  add  more  water.  Let  soak  in.  Water 
when  necessary.  If  plants  are  balled  LEAVE  THE  BURLAP  ON. 
Set  as  above. 

NEVER  PUT  COMMERCIAL  FERTILIZER  IN  HOLE.  It  may 

be  applied  on  top  of  the  ground  and  hoed  or  watered  in.
